AIR CRASH SLEUTH 

When a DC-6 crashed recently at Bryce 
Canyon, Colorado, investigators of the Civil 
Aeronautics Board went to work at once 
to determine why the tragedy occurred. In 
charge was William K. Andrews, Chief of 
the Board’s Bureau of Safety Investigation, 
who often emerges with stunning information 
from scraps of wreckage. 

Chemical analysis by Andrews revealed 
magnesium ashes, produced by emergency 
flares with which planes were equipped to be 
used in crash landings. Result: such flares 
were immediately banned from all DC-6’s. 

This is typical of the way in which the 
Bureau, commonly known as the “F.B.I. of 
the Air,” works. In the 20 years of its ex¬ 
istence, the Bureau has traced the cause of 
98% of all air accidents. 

Agents are instructed to seize all records 
of the flight: tape recordings between pilot 
and. control tower to determine whether the 
pilot was on-course and at correct altitude. 
Then follows a lengthy process of elimination 
to learn the cause of the crash. A check of 
propeller damage reveals whether the engines 
were functioning or idling. Chemical analysis 
discloses whether the plane caught fire before 
or after it cracked up. 

One of the Bureau’s duties is not only to 
pinpoint the reason for the crash but to rec¬ 
ommend action to prevent similar accidents. 
In the above-mentioned tragedy at Bryce 
Canyon, when Andrews’ scrutiny divulged 
that the flares had been set off by a heating 
unit directly under them, they were replaced 
by a different type. Preventive measures, as 
well as detection, are the Bureau’s keywords. 

Andrews, a stocky man of 60, has been in 
Government service for 30 years, head of the 
Bureau since 1947. A graduate of Culver 
Military Academy and Cornell, he runs his 
own cruiser on Washington’s Potomac River, 
and pilots his own small plane when occasion 
or emergency demands. 


SUCH RUBBISH 

Hailed into a Fridley, Minnesota, court 
for having tossed rubbish from his car into 
the street, a motorist was reminded by the 
magistrate that an ordinance forbade such be¬ 
havior. Given his choice of fine or jail, the of¬ 
fender chose the latter. He was sentenced to 
sweep the streets for 2% months 1 

WATCH THAT NAME 

To prevent private firms from giving a false 
impression that they represent the government. 
Congress has passed a bill prohibiting use of 
United States, Federal and National from 
names of private detective and bill-collecting 
agencies. Violators are subject to $10,000 
fine, a year’* jail term, or both. 

BLOTTER JOTTINGS 

HUNSTANTON. England: American 
youngsters cannot attend school in Wild 
West garb, according to the School Super¬ 
intendent, “because it turns the yard into 
something like Custer’s Last Stand.”* 

PARIS, France: A pickpocket working 
on the Champs Elysees slipped his hand into 
a victim’s pocket, withdrew a pair of hand¬ 
cuffs—which he retained, on his wrists, until 
he reached the precinct.

LOS ANGELES: A burglar, raiding a 
market, made himself a peanut butter and 
jelly sandwich, dropped it, slipped on it, 
knocked himself out, was revived by police. 

DAVENPORT, Iowa: Finishing a 35- 
year term, an inmate refused to leave the 
reformatory, had to be evicted. 

CHICAGO: Having invaded an electron¬ 
ics company, two thieves were startled to hear 
a voice announce: “Good evening. This place 
is electronically guarded. We suggest that you 
leave.” They turned and fled as alarms started 
to sound, and the voice boomed: “Police! 
Burglars! Police!”—right into the arms of 
police, who had raced up in squad cars. 








PHONEY CLUES CASE 

Some years ago, a man named Robinson 
Tibbett did away with a friend who had dis¬ 
covered his implication in a fraudulent stock 
swindle and had threatened to expose him. 
When police appeared on the scene, they 
quickly found a number of clues that would 
lead to the identity of the criminal. To their 
surprise, they deduced that the clues had 
been deliberately planted to thwart them. 

There were, for instance, a man’s small 
hat, size 6, but a large-sized 46 jacket; dif¬ 
ferent brands of cigarettes strewn about the* 
floor, and cigar ashes spilled from an ashtray; 
the carpet stained with mud from various 
areas of the city; shreds of envelopes bearing 
postmarks from several cities, in the waste¬ 
basket. It seemed that at least a half-dozen 
men had committed the crime. 

But the police weren’t baffled for long. A 
careful scrutiny of the premises led to the 
arrest, and conviction later, of Robinson Tib¬ 
bett. Despite the incongruity of the assembled 
clues, the police had narrowed their search 
down to one item, which Tibbett had over¬ 
looked. His were the only fingerprints which 
were found on each of the various articles 
he had so cunningly planted! 

WEEKEND INMATE 

When the judge sentenced him to 90 days 
in jail, a Passaic, New Jersey, defendant claim- 
ed that he would be unable to provide for his 
family. Unwilling to make his innocent family 
suffer for the man’s crime, but sworn to mete 
out justice and punishment, the magistrate 
said: 

“We’ll make an exception in your case. 
You can come to jail every Saturday night 
and stay until Sunday night—for a total of 
90 days.” 


WHAT'S YOUR VERDICT 

A Long Island suburbanite constantly com¬ 
plained to his neighbor that his row of bushes 
had grown over to his back yard, and de¬ 
manded that they be cut back. But the neigh¬ 
bor never bothered to correct the situation. 
One day, the suburbanite tripped over a bush 
and injured himself. 

In his suit for damages, he claimed that 
since the shrub belonged to the neighbor, it 
was his responsibility to trim them. “That’s 
not so,” replied the neighbor, indignantly. 
“Any part of the shrub that extended onto 
your property didn’t belong to me. It was 
you who were at fault for that accident, for 
not having cut the bush.” 

If you were the judge, what would your 
decision be ? 

His Honor based his decision on a similar 
case, which had been tried before the District 
of Columbia Court of Appeals. He ruled that 
the neighbor was right, and consequently did 
not have to pay. For any bushes or tree limbs 
that invaded another’s grounds became the 
property of that pebson.
